Thirty-Four Persons Injured ina

Injuries of Three of the Passengers May
Prove Fatal—Smoker and the Day
Coach Leave Track as Train Is Round-
ing a Curve—Many Pinned in Seata.

Cheyenne, Oct, 1. —Thirty-four per-
sons were injured three perhaps fatally in
an accident to the northbound train
on the Cheyenne & Northern railroad,
early today, near Horseshoe creek, 33
miles north of Cheyenne,

The train was rounding a curve when
the smoker and a day coach left the
track and rolled down an embankment,
a distance of about 20 feet. The loco-
motive and baggage car passed over the
weak spot in the track safely, Many
of the unfortunate passengers were pin-
ned under seats in the wreckage and
their cries were pitiful.

The seriously injured were hrought to
Cheyenne hospital in a spevial train this
afternoon. But few of the more than
50 passengers in the two cars escaped
unhurt. Most of the injured passengers
were Greek laborers.

(Signed) ANNA LAONGE”
